Figurine on Display at N. Y. Museum 


NEW YORK — A figurine of a 
Garibaldi Guardsman, commem- 
orating the special New York 
Civil War regiment composed 
both of American citizens of Ital- 
jan birth and others not yet 
naturalized, was placed on dis- 
play by the Museum of the City 
of New York in observance of 
the Italian Centennial. 

The figurine, placed on public 
view May 30 on the anniversary 
of the Guard’s reception by Pres- 
ident Lincoln in Washington, will 
remain on display as part of the 
Museum’s permanent collection 
of authentic military figurines. It 
shows the Garibaldi Guard uni- 
form — a blue frock coat and 
trousers with red cord trimming, 
a red shirt and felt hat orna- 
mented with feathers. 

It was presented to the Mu- 
seum by Dudley P. K. Wood, pres- 
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ident of the board of trustees of 
the Museum, and is the work of 
New York sculptress Pamela 
Sneed. 

The Garibaldi Guard was or- 
ganized in April 1861 by Col]. L. 
W. Tinelli, and then placed un- 
der the command of Col. Fred 
G. D’Utassy, with Alexander Re- 
petti as Lieutenant Colonel. 

All three officers, as well as 
many of the Guard’s enlisted 
men, had fought with Garibaldi 
in the wars of the Italian Risor- 
gimento. 

By May 1861 the new regiment 
numbered 750 men and its first 
official inspection was held May 
14. A week later a full dress 
parade was held at New York’s 
Tompkins Park, and Garibaldi’s 
original battle flag from the Wars 
of 1848 and 1849 was presented to 
the Guard by General Avezzana, 


who had received the flag from 
Garibaldi. is 

The Garibaldi Guard, with the 
Italian Legion and other foreign 
groups, became New York’s 39th 
Infantry Regiment. On May 28 
the regiment left for Washington, 
where it was received by Presi- 
dent Lincoln, Secretary Seward 
and General Scott. | 

The Garibaldi Guard entered 
the Union service on June 6, 1861 
and remained in action until the 
end of the war. 

It’s combat record includes the 
Battle of Bull Run, the siege of 
Harper’s Ferrry, the Battle of 
Gettysburg, the pursuit of Lee in 
1863, the siege of Petersburg, and 
the final defeat of Lee in 1865. 
When mustered out of service on 
July 1, 1865, the Guard had lost 
§ officers and 381 enlisted men 
— more than half of its original 
number. ~~
